As do but ſeriouſly minde this en ving Fpifle , *and thou 
mayelt in me read rhy own typocrifie and diis.mulation/1n 
point of Worſhip all along ; as in chat year 1630. being of 
che Age of fifreen yeares , an1living wich my Parents in the 
crown of Preſton in Amonnderneſs, where I was born, and edu- 
caced in the Form and Worſhip of the Church of England, 
then eſtabliſhed in the Title of che Ep:ſcopal, or Biſhops Go- 
verament ; then, and in that year, my hearc began co enquire 
afcer the pureſt Miniftery held forth under that Form, nor be- 
ing alcogerher void -of ſome {ſmall diſcerning, who preached 
Chriſt more truly and powerfully, as I chought, than another, 
and unto them was I onely reſolved to follow their De&arine 
above any other , and to that end my brethren being more gif- 
red in the knowledge of the Scriptures than my ſelf, and very 
zealous in what they kney,thar they did often prevail with Mr, 
Hudſon our Town-LeRurer, ro admir of ſuch Minifters as we 
judged were true laborious Miniſters of Chrift, who when 
they came., would thunder againft Superſtition, and ſharply 
reprove Sin , and prophaning the Lords-day ; which ro hear, 
tears would run down my cheeks for joy : fo baving a pitiful 
ſuperſticious fellow the Miniſter of our Town, I ſpa red no pains 
to travel to Standsh and other places, where we could hear of 
a Godly Miniſter, as ſeveral rimes I have gone ten miles, more 
or le(s, faſting all the day, when my Parents never knew of 
it, and though I have been weary and hungry , yer I came 
home rejoycing. Thenthe Minifters had an Order, that none 
ſhould receive the Sacrament, bur ſuch as would cake it at the 
rayled Altar kneeling , which Icould not do, and therefore 
went to ſuch Miniflers inthe Countrey rhar gave ir firing : 
Now a While afrer Mr. Starby the Miniſter of our Town, r&- 
king notice of ſeaving our Pariſh, informed out father the dan- 
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would enſue upon our father and is<tildren , beſides the 
diſerace of all good Church-men, which did much incenſe our 
farher , bur all ro no purpoſe, for I chought ir conſcience to 
obey God before man ; however I being: under my fathers 
"tuition , he caſt a firict eye ever me, and would force me ts 
read over the prayers in the book of Commun-prayer and Pra- 
ftice of Pty, which I have done, till rhey have fallen aſleep 
and my ſelf, this was our devotion in thoſe days; but increaſing 
im knowledge, I judged to pray another mans form, was vaine 
babling , and nor aceptable to God : and then the nexr ching 
I ſcrupled , was asking my parents bleſſing , that often cimes 
inche winter mornings , after I have been our of my bed, I 
have ſtood freezing above , and durſt nor come down till my 
father was gone abroad, and rhe reaſon I was ſatisfied, the 
bleiſing or prayers of a wicked man God would not hear, and 
ſo ſhould offend God to ask him bleſſing ; for eicher of theſe 
tvyo ways I muſt, down ov my knees, and ſay, Father pray to 
God ro bleſs me,or give me your bleſfiing fer Gods ſake,either 
of which I durſt not uſe with my lips, bur was in me refrain- 
ed; and Iimproved my knowledge in the Do&rine of theſe 
men I judged was the true Minifters of God, ſo that with 
reares many times I have privatly ſought the Lord as I choughr, 
whether thoſe things har rhe puricamcal Prieſts preached,was 
my own, and the more I was troubled , that I could nor pray 
without a Book as my brethren did, fain would I have been 
JjuJgzd a Profeſior with them , bur wanted paris, yer ofren 
times have had mocions to tender 'my ſelf ro prayer amoneft 
them, but durfſt nor, and tothar end I mighr be admirred to 
pray with them, I have prayed alone to try how I could pray, 
bur could not utter my ſelf as I knew they did: ſo Tremember 
rheir was aday of Humiliacion to be ſer apart by che Puritans 
{o called, to ſeek God by prayer and expounding of Scriptures, 
azarnft which day I rook mypen, and wrir a pretty form ef 
words, ſo got them by heart , andwhenthe day came I was 
called ro improve my $ifts, at which TI was glad, yer in a rrem- 
bling condition left Ithoutd be foyted ; hewever, to Praver I

went, with a devotion as though I had known the true God, 
bur alas, when I was inthe midtt of chat P.ayer, I loltmy 
form of words, and ſo was all in a iweat 25 though I had been 
fick, and 16 came off like a hypociite 28 I was, whichioleized +:

all rhe hypocrite of my hea:rin a Leccer to ifend to Mr. Haud- 
ſor our LeAurer, to know his _jucigement whecher ſuci a {oul 
as there related might be ſaved ?. in ch2 interim comes a mo» 
tion within me, ſaying, A fer, why doſt thou ſend to mas that 
knows not what will become of his own ſoul? bunt, and walt up- 
9 me © which Letter I did burn, and nor many weeks atrer I 
had a gifr of Prayer that was not inferior ro my brethren , for 
which 1 was glad for the goodneſs of od ro my ſoul ; and as 
I increaſed in knowledge, ſowas my zeal, chacT have many 
clmes privately prayed with rough hard Sinders under my bare 
knees, that ſo God might hear me ; and when I could not end 
my Prayers with tears running down ny cheeks , I was afraid 
ſome tin ſhut the attention of God from me :_ and thus did I 
do for a few years, in which time the Biſhops began co rotrer 
and (ſhake, yea, for their cruelcy and ſuperſtition, was totally 
routed. | | 7 
Now if then you had asked me what I thought God was, 
the Devii was, what the Anzels nature was, what Heaven and 
Hell was, and what would become of my ſoul afcer death ? 
My anſwer had plainly binthis : That-my Ged was a grave, 
ancient, hoſy, old man, as I ſuppoied fat in Heaven in a chair 
of gold , but as for his nature I kneiy no more than a childe ; 
and as for che Devil, I really believed was ſome deſormed pzr- 
ſon out of man, and that he could where, when, and how, in 
har ſhape appear he pleaſed ; apd therefore the devil was a 
Srear-Scar-croe, in ſo much thar every black thing 1 ſaw in the, 
ulghr, I chought was the devil : Bur as for the Angels, I knew 


zocking at all ; and for Heaven I rhoughg was a glorious plack,

with variety of rooms ſuitable” tor Himlielf, and his Son Chriſt, 
and the Holy Ghoſt : and Hell, where it was 1 knew nor, bur 
Judg:dir a local place, all dark, fire and brimitone, which the 
devils did rorment the wicked in, and that for ever ; bur for 
the ioul at the hour of death, I believed was either by an An- 
vel or a Devil ferchr immediately to Heaven or Hell. This 
was the he'ght of my knowledge under the Biſhops. Govern- 
ment, and I amperiwaded was the height of all Epiicopal Mi- 
niſters then living ; ſorhar ſurely if they ſhall be eftablithed 
for a National Miniftery , they will nor impoie ſuch Ceremo=- 
nies as thenthey did, bur ate grown wiſer about God and D-- 
vil ; for they will inde the major part of Ergliind is grown 
wiſer, ſocannor Foop to an infericur Light ; therefore 1f ye 
now begin to ſtand, take heed left ye fall. 

Secondly, After this I travelled into rhe Church of the 
Prevbyrerians, where ll I made Brick of raw and clay, nay 
there 1 found. my ſoul the more oppreſſed, and further enina- 

ed in the land of Egypt , burning Brick all the day ; but T 
know'ng no further light, I was willing co bear-their yoke,and 
ſomerimes found ir pleaſant ; for herein confiſted the differ- 
ence of the Presbyterianand Epiſcopal, onely in 2 few ſeper- | 
ſitious Rires and Ceremonies, as alle their Doctrine was more 
lively chan the Epiſcopal , for they would thunder the Pulpit 
wich an unknown Cod , which then I thought was true, and 
Garply reprove fin, though fince I ſaw we were the greaceſt 
ſinners ; but however their Do&rine I liked, it being rhe high- 
eſt I then heard of : So war being begun berwixt the Epiſco- 
pal and the Presbyrerian, I came for Zendoy, where I found 
them more preciſe than in our Popiſh Countrey of Laxcaſhire ; 
for with us rhe Lords-day was highly profaned by rhe rofera- 
tion of May-poles, Dancing and-Rioting , wich the Presby- 
rerians hared, and in their Doctrine cryed out againſt, which 
thing my ſeul alſo hated , rhough yer I was not clear but the 
Steeple ws the houſe of God, from that ſaying of Davrd, 
Pſalm 84.10. ſaying, For a dayn thy Courts 3s better than # 
thouſand : 1 had rather be a Door-keeper w the bowſe of wy _ 
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than to dwell in the tents of wickedneſs : {6 thac 1 finding out the 
ableſt Teachers in Lo-dox, as then I tudged was Mr. Calewy, 
Caſe, Brooks, and ſuch like, un:o whom I daily reſorted , if 
poſſible, to get aſſurance of Salvation, not negleting to re- 
ceive the Ocinance of Breaking of Bread from them, judging 
in ſo doing, / frewed forth the Lords death till he came, Now 
the perſecurion of the Biſhops fell ſo heavy upon the Pre-by- 
rerian Minitters, that ſome fled for New-England; and Hoe- 
ker had lefc ſeveral Books inprint , which 1o tormented my 
ſoul, thar I chovghc it unpoſſible to be ſaved ; however, Ila- ' 
bored whar in me lay, to finde choſe ſigns and marks in my 
own ſoul, and ts that end negle&ed all chings rhar might hin- 
derir ; and thus for a certain time I remained a hearer of 
them. till ſuch ctime that Wars began ro be hot,and they preſ- 
ſed rhe pzople ro ſend ur their husbands and ſervants to help 
the Lord againitthe Mighty,by which many a poor ſoul know- 
ing no better, Was murthered, and murthered orners, taking 
the Bible in their Pockets, and the Covenaftt In thetr Hats, 
by me was eſteemed the work and command of the Lord , nor 
at all minding the command of the ſecond Commiſhon to the 

contraty, a in 2 Coy. 10.4. ſaying, Fe do not war af. tr the fleſh, 
for the weapens of our war - are not carnal, but mighty through 
God to the pulling down of ſtrong holds, 8c. This was nor by me 
underſtood, bur as they did in the old i1me in Moſes his Com- 
miſtion , ſo 1thought we might do then ; 1n which time rhe 
Presbyrerians'began to be a grear people, and in hrgh eſteem, 
and ar that time there was a ereac ſlaughter of rhe Proreſtancs 
in /relard, that Loxden was thronged with their Miniſters and 
people, and ſeveral Colle&ions was gathered for them : bur 
this I obſerved, that as the Presbyterians gor power , ſo their 
pride and cruelty increaſed againſt ſuch as was contrary to 
chem, ſo that 
Thirdly T left them, and travelled rorhe Church of rhe In- 
dependents ; for this I obſerved as wars increaſed , ſo variety 
of Judgements increaſed: and coming to them, of which was 
Mr. Geedwis,, and ſome others, I diſcerned their Doarine 
| | clearer, 
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clearer, and of a more moderare !piric : Now the greateſt dif- 
ference berwixt them, was about baptizing of infants, plead- 
ing by Scripcure, that none bur the infants or children of Be- 
lievers ought ro be baprized ; and thar none of them muſt re- 
celve che Sacrairent , as thenit was called, bur ſuch as was 
Church-members , judg'ng all char was not congregued into 
fellow{kip, were nor of God , but the world : So that abour 
cheſe rhings 1 was ſearching tne truth thereof , and labored in 
the letrer of the Scripcure to ſattshe my judgement ; in the 
interim hearing of one Doo: Criſp, ro him I went, and he 
held torth 2gainft all che aforeſaid Churches, Thar ler his peo- 
ple be in toctery or no, thovgh walked all alone, yer if he be- 
lieved that Chriſt Jeſus died for him, God beheld no iniquity 
in him : and to rhar end I ſeriouſly peruſed his Bookes , and 
found ir proved by Scripture, as it 1s wricren Numbers 23. 21. 
He hath not beheld ta1quuy in Jacob , neither hath he ſeen per= 
verſeneſs in Iſrael, This was confirmed by other Scripcures, 
chat I concelved whoſe fins Chrilt died for, their fin was to be 
required no more ; for thus thinking when the debt was paid, 
the Crediror would nor look upon him as indebted to him, yet 
chis Tever thought Chriſt never died for all, though the Scrip- 
cure was fluent to thar purpoſe , yet Ifound Scripcures to the 
contrary , and was ever as touching that ſatisfied, rhat as 
Chriſt prayed for none but ſuch as was given him out of the 
world, 1 pray for them, 1pray not for the world, ſo thar Trhoughr 
he did not die for them he would nor pray for , which thoughr 
now I know is true, and have by pen, and can Þy rongae make 
959d the ſame : Bur I mul} return corhe rime then under Do- 
Gor Crifp's Doctrine, in which I did endeavor to become one 
of choſe that God ſaw no fin, andin ſome meaſure I began to 
be comfor:ed therewith, but how, or which way to continue in 
the ſame 1 could nor rell; having as yer bur lictle underfiand- 
ing in the Sctiprure I was filenr, onely till enquiting after rhe 
higheſt pirch of Light then held forthin Londen, in which time 
Mr. Raxde/ appeared, with Mr, S1pſon, With ſuch a Dodrine 
as Door Criſp , onely higher and clearer , which rhen- _ |

called Antinomians, 0: againit the Law , ſo that I left all 
Church-fellowſhip, and burning of Brick in Eg ypr, and cravel- 
led wich chem up and down the borders, part Egypt , and part 
Wilderneſs. ; 

Fourthly , take. notice in this Se& I continued 2 certain 
time, for Church it was none, in that it was bur part form, and ' 
part none ; in which progreſs I had a great ſort of profeſlors 
acquainred with me, ſo begin :o be ſome body amonglt them, 
and having a norable gifc 1n Prayer , we often aflembledin 
private, improving My gifts , judging 1n2n the veſt things of 
this world was ongly prepared for ihe Sa/nts, of winch rh:n I 
judged my ſelf on&, not knowing any other but chat God was 
a Spirit, an{did morion inand out in'o his $zin's,and chat this 
was Gods Kingdom, and we his people ; and therefore Ijugg- 
ed God did fighrfor us again our eyemies , tha: ſo.we might 
enioy biminliberry * Ar which time Paul Hobſon brake forth 
with ſuch exprefhions of the in-comes an'! ont-goes of God, 
thac my ſoul much defired ſuch a gift of preaching, which afcer 
a while Hobſon and I baing acquainred, he hada Captains 
place under Colonel Fleetwood for Tarmouth , ſo that thither 
with him I wenc,and there tarried a ſoldier with them, ar which 
time I had a ſmall gift ef Preaching, and ſo by degrees increa- 
ſedinto a method, rhar Iatremprcd the Pul;.ic ar Mr. Wardels 
Pariſh in S«ffslh_, and ſo acquainred my gifts more and more 
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in publick, chat having got acquaintance ar Nerwich, Ilefc the 
Company at Tarmomth ; ſo after a few dayes I was admitted 
into a Pulpit ewo or three times: ſo coming a man. from: Pu- 
lone fide in- Norfolk, and hearing of me, was greatly afﬀfeged 
with my Do&rine, bur eſpecially my Prayer, and was very. 
urgent with me rogoto their Pariſh of Ruſſet, which wichin 
ewoweeks after I aſſented to be there ſuch a day, which was 
againſt che Faft-day ; for 2t that time the Parliament had eſta- 
liſhed a Monethly Faſt, which was the laſt wedneſday of che 
monerh : art the ſer time I came to the place appoinred, where 
this man had given notice to the beſt afteced people inthoſe 
Paits, Nhat a rare man was to preach thar day,, which thing I. 
| | ' was 
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was ambirious ot,as allo ;o ger fome filver : Well, ro the mat- 
ter I wenr, and as was my Doctrine, io was their underſtand- 
ing, though I ſay'r, as young as I was, yer was nor T inferior 
Lo any Prieft in thoſe days : Son conclufion of iny days work 
rhere came ſeveral inthe Church-yard ro me, and gave me 
rhanks for my paines, yea, hoped the Lord would ſertle. me 
among rhem, Which news 1 was glad to hear ; ſo for the nexr 
Lords-Day by Goodman Mays and Burton was 1 invited to 
preach at Pulew, which was a great Parith ; ſo upon liking I 
went, and was well approved of by all the Godly, ſo there 
for a time I was ſettled for rwenty ſhillings a week, and very 
callanily was provided for, ſo that 1 choughr I was in Heaven 
upon earth, judging che Prieſts had a brave crime in this world, 
ts have a houſe built for thera, and means provided for chem, 
co tell the people Rories of other mens works, Now after I 
had concinued half a year, more or leſs , che Miniſters began 
co envy me for ty Dodtrine, it being free Grace , ſocontra- 
ry to theirs, and char the more , their people came from their 
own Pariſh ro.hear me, ſo'that chey called me Sheep-ftealer 
for robbing them of their Bock, 286d torhat end camets catch 
and cr2p me at ſeveral Le&ures where I was called, that ax 
Laſt chey prevailed with the Heads of the Pariſh to turf me 
out, {0 I ſighting chem as they could me, we parted, and then 
baving many friends, I was importuxed to come and live wich 
chem, ſo above all T choſe Robert Marcharts houfe my L 
place , becauſe his.Daug:.rer I loved ; and for a certain py 
preache d up and downin ſeveral Churches ; borh' of Suffe hk 
and Norfolk, and inny times in private , thacT hatt a Srear, 
company, Now' in the | incerins.chere Nas one Jobs T Yer.

courſe with Patrence, 1 was by him baprized In the warer that 
runnerth abour the 7ozer, after which I ſtayed at London a- 
bout a week.  :. 

Fifthly, then for S»fo/k_ again I travelled through the 
Church of che Baprifts, and was of Kebert Marchant: family 
received with joy , for I had the love of all the family ; and 
though he had four Daughters marriageable, yer there was 
one I loved above any in that Countrey ; though I was belo- 
ved of other friends daughters far beyond her ineltate, yer 
for her knowledge and moderation in {pirit, I loved her ; fo 
there up and down a certain time I continued preaching the 
Goſpel, and very zealousI was for obedience ro the Com- 
mands of Chriſt Jeſus; which DoArine of mine converted 
miny of my former friends and others, ro be baptized , and ſa 
thro a Church-fellowſhip was gathered to officiate rhe order 
Of the Apoſiles, ſo thar really I choughe if ever ] wasm a true 
happy condition, then I was, knowing no orher but as afore- 
ſaid, that this Command of Chriſt did as rezlly belong ro me 
as to them ; and we having the very ſame rule, as Elders and 
Deacons, - with Dipping, and Breaking of bread-in rhe ſame 
manner as they , I was ſatisfied we onely were the Church of 
Chriſt in chis world. | | 

Thus having a grear company , and baptizing of many into 
char Faith, rhere was no ſmall Rir among the prieſts whar rods 
wich me, which afterwards chey gor a Warrant from the Par- 
liament , to 'apprehend Mr. Kuewles and my ſelf, for rhen 
Knowles was about Ipſwich preaching that doArine , and bap- 
rizing certain people into thar Faith ; now they apprehended 
Mr. Knowlr in Ipſwich Goal, 1nd from chence with their War- + 
rant came to ſecure me, ſo in the week day being privately 
aflembled in a friends houſe , withinthree miles of Ay, rhere 


came in an Officer from the Parliamenc with certain __—

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and rwo Conſtables, with ſome of che parith, having clubs and 
ſaves ſurrounded rhe houſe, I being earneſt in my doarine,and 
at that rime was very much pre<fling the people, that withour 
ſubmicting ro Baptiſm all their profefſion was nothing , prov- 
ins by Scripture that as Chriit was our patern,ſo we mult follow 
him as-enſample, which could not be unleſs we kepr his com- 
mandments , as it is written, 1f ye ove me, keep my conmuand- 
ments : Now dipping being a command of Chriſt ; I judged 
them rebells that did profets the name of ChriR, and not ſub- 
mit thei: bodies ro the Ordinance of Chriſt, and that Chriſt 
requires obedience From none bur ſuch as was capaple of being 
caughc, and therefore no children, bur men and women, ought 
to ceceive the Ordinance of Baptiſm , jn which time ſome of 
the Officers hearing me , interrupted me in my do&rine;and 
cold m2.1 mult leave off, and go along with rhem, ſhewing me 
the Aurhotity rchey had from rhe Parliament ; however, ſome 
of our friends would have oppoſed them , bur I ſaw ic was in 
vain, and ſodefired our friends ro be quiet, and ſaid, we.muft 
not onely profels Chriſt, bur alto ſuffer for him ;, ſo ir beingin 
the winter time , and almoſt, nighr, they hatied me for Ay, 
though.1, with our friends, defired bur {s much liberty as rogo 
to my wites farhers houſe for linnem and, ocher neceflaries, and 
they would engage for my appearance before che Committee 
at. Byry; bur all in vain, chen my wite rold chem they ſhould 
provide a horſe for her,for whirher ever I went, ſhe would go: 
at which chey were very much incenſed, bur all ro no purpoſe, 
fo at laft a Trooper would have her to ride behind him , bur 
ſhe wick ſcorn refuſed , then they got her furnicure to ride be- 
hind me , ſo raking leave with our friends, ro 4ychar nighe 
we were carried ; now one of chem went before co- provide

day at night afſembled, ro coniider what to do with me :. in 
conclufion they ſhur me cloſe p:iſoner,and kept my wife from 
me, whitcn wa< more grief co me then the rett, Well, againſt 
the next Lords-day 1 appointed our friends re ſtand before 
my window on the A-gel-bill, tha being the way for all che 
great Ones of che Town to £0. to their worthip,, ſoar the very 
infant time putting my head forth of the Window, Idid 
beldly exhort che people to. bewa = ihe prieſts, and whileic 
is the rime of your health , ſubmit your louls and bodies in 
obedience to the rrve Bapriſm , and be no: longer deluded ro 
thick that your infancs are commanded to obey, or capable of 
an Ordinance impoſed upon chem.
